Motion  directing  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
submit  to  the  Mayor  a  supplemental  appropriation 
request  for  $169,000  to  purchase  equipment  necessary  for 
the  Municipal  Access  Channel  to  provide  gavel  to  gavel 
coverage  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  meetings.

General  Fund  Reserve 

Under  the  City's  Franchise  Agreement  with  Viacom 
Cablevision  of  San  Francisco,  Viacom  is  required  to 
provide  one  channel  each  for  public,  educational  and 
government  (municipal)  access.  The  Cable  TV  Access 
Development  and  Program  Fund  consists  of  .2  percent  of 
the  5  percent  total  franchise  fees  paid  to  the  City  by 
Viacom  (the  remaining  4.8  percent  of  the  franchise  fees 
accrues  to  the  General  Fund).  The  monies  in  the  Cable  TV 
Access  Development  and  Program  Fund  for  FY  1994-95 
are  allocated  equally  between  (1)  a  professional  services 
contract  aimed  at  promoting  and  encouraging  the  use  of 
Public  Access  Cable  Television  channels  ($50,000),  (2) 
contract  services  which  assist  in  the  operation  of  the 
Educational  Access  Cable  Channel  of  the  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  ($50,000)  and  (3)  the  Municipal  Access 
Channel  ($50,000).  It  should  be  noted  that  the  amounts 
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budgeted  for  these  services  is  subject  to  modification 
depending  upon  the  actual  amount  paid  to  the  City  by 
Viacom  for  franchise  fees. 

The  Municipal  Access  Channel,  which  began  operation  in 
June  of  1993,  is  included  in  the  budget  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  under  the  Cable  TV  Access  Development  and 
Program  Fund,  and,  as  noted  above,  is  budgeted  in  the 
amount  of  $50,000  for  FY  1994-95.  The  Municipal  Access 
Channel's  actual  amount  allocated  for  FY  1994-95  is 
$51,313,  including  $32,757  in  FY  1994-95  Cable  TV 
Access  Development  and  Program  Funds  plus  $18,556  in 
Cable  TV  Access  Development  and  Program  Funds,  which 
were  carried  forward  from  FY  1993-94.  This  $51,313  is 
$320,777  less  than  the  Municipal  Access  Channel's 
projected  amount  of  $372,090,  which,  according  to  Mr. 
Zane  Blaney,  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Access  Channel, 
is  required  to  fund  the  operations  of  this  Channel  for  FY 
1994-95. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  recently  approved  a 
supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $84,000  to 
fund  the  operations  of  the  Municipal  Access  Channel  (File 
69-94-4.1).  This  $84,000  plus  the  $51,313  brought  the 
total  amount  available  for  the  operation  of  the  Channel  to 
$135,313  or  $236,777  less  than  the  Municipal  Access 
Channel's  projected  amount  required  of  $372,090. 
Included  in  this  $372,090  was  an  amount  of  $168,527, 
which  was  designated  for  new  remote  television 
equipment.  The  Municipal  Access  Channel  previously 
advised  that  this  equipment  would  be  used  to  provide 
"gavel  to  gavel"  coverage  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
committee  meetings  and  full  Board  meetings  when  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  relocated  to  the  Veterans  Memorial 
Building  during  the  seismic  retrofit  of  City  Hall.  The 
Attachment,  provided  by  Mr.  Blaney,  is  a  detailed 
justification  for  the  projected  $168,527  equipment  budget. 

The  proposed  motion  would  direct  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  submit  to  the  Mayor  a  supplemental 
appropriation  request  of  $169,000  for  purposes  of 
purchasing  the  remote  television  equipment. 

Mr.  John  Taylor,  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
advises  that  the  source  of  funds  for  the  proposed 
supplemental  request  would  be  the  General  Fund 
Reserve. 
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Comment:  Approval  of  the  proposed  supplemental  appropriation  of 

$169,000  would  bring  the  total  amount  available  for  the 
operation  of  the  Channel  for  FY  1994-95  to  $304,313 
($135,313  previously  appropriated  plus  the  subject 
request  of  $169,000)  or  $67,777  less  than  the  Municipal 
Access  Channel's  projected  amount  required  of  $372,090. 
According  to  Mr.  Blaney,  the  Public  Library  has  agreed  to 
provide  $65,000  in  Library  Proposition  E  funds  to  the 
Municipal  Access  Channel,  which  will  be  the  subject  of  a 
future  supplemental  appropriation  request. 

Recommendation:  Approval  of  the  proposed  motion  is  a  policy  matter  for  the 

Board  of  Supervisors.

Comments: 


The  proposed  ordinance  would  amend  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  by  adding  Section  16.701  to  allow 
Redevelopment  Agency  Commissioners  to  participate  in 
the  City's  Health  Service  System  if  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  Commission  agrees  to  participate  and  agrees  to 
pay  all  costs. 

Section  16.701  of  the  Administrative  Code  would  provide 
that  pursuant  to  the  California  Government  Code  Section 
53200.4,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  elects  to  treat 
Redevelopment  Agency  Commissioners  as  City  employees 
in  order  to  allow  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
Commissioners  to  participate  in  the  City's  Health  Service 
System  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  members  of 
other  City  boards  and  commissions.  Section  16.701 
stipulates  that  this  Section  would  not  take  effect  unless 
and  until  1)  the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  itself 
approves  legislation  to  treat  Redevelopment  Agency 
Commissioners  as  City  employees,  and  2)  until  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  agrees  to  reimburse 
the  Health  Service  System  for  all  direct  and  indirect  costs, 
including  a  share  of  the  Health  Service  System's 
administrative  costs,  and  the  health  insurance  premium 
costs. 

1.  Given  that  the  proposed  ordinance  requires  that  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  pay  the  full  cost  of 
health  coverage,  including  the  City's  administrative  costs, 
the  proposed  ordinance  should  not  result  in  any  additional 
costs  for  the  City. 

2.  Mr.  Randy  Smith  of  the  Health  Service  System  reports 
that  the  City  currently  offers  five  health  plans  to  City 
employees.  The  actual  cost  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
for  health  coverage  per  Commissioner  will  vary  depending 
on  the  specific  health  plan  selected  and  the  number  of 
dependents  included  under  each  plan.  Based  on 
individual  participant  rates  (no  dependents),  the  current 
monthly  costs  for  health  coverage  per  Commissioner,  that 
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the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  would  pay,  range 
from  $186.97  to  $200.40.  These  figures  include  a  monthly 
administrative  cost  of  $4.97  per  Commissioner.  On  an 
annual  basis,  the  current  costs  per  Redevelopment  Agency 
Commissioner  would  range  from  $2,243.64  to  $2,424.80. 
Based  on  the  fact  that  there  are  seven  Commissioners,  the 
maximum  total  annual  cost  for  Commissioners'  would 
range  from  $15,705.48  to  $16,973.60.  Mr.  Jim  Nybakken 
of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  advises  that  although  there 
are  seven  Commissioners,  not  all  of  these  Commissioners 
are  expected  to  elect  to  receive  health  coverage  from  the 
City. 

3.  Mr.  Nybakken  advises  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
Commission  is  interested  in  having  health  coverage 
through  the  Health  Service  System.  If  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  approves  the  proposed  ordinance,  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  .^Commission  would  take  the 
necessary  action  to  1)  allow  Commissioners  to  participate 
in  the  Health  Service  System  in  the  same  manner  as  City 
employees,  and  2)  reimburse  the  Health  Service  System 
for  all  direct  and  indirect  costs,  including  a  share  of  the 
Health  Service  System's  administrative  costs,  and  the 
health  insurance  premium  costs.

At  the  March  21,  1995,  meeting  of  the  Rules  Committee,  the  Committee  requested 
that  the  Budget  Analyst  obtain  preliminary  information  on  the  Airport's  surplus 
funds.  Pursuant  to  that  request,  we  have  prepared  this  report  for  the  Rules 
Committee.  In  summary,  as  shown  in  the  Attachment,  the  Airport  represents 
that  it  currently  has  a  Fund  Equity  Balance  of  $414.7  million,  including  a  $262 
million  "Unrestricted  Cash  Balance."  The  Airport  states  that  $262  million  is 
legally  restricted  for  the  purposes  shown  in  the  Attachment. 

In  the  professional  judgment  of  the  Budget  Analyst,  in  order  to  verify  the 
representations  of  the  Airport,  an  independent  analysis  should  be  performed  by 
the  Budget  Analyst  in  accordance  with  the  motion  (File  165-95-2)  as  recommended 
by  the  Rules  Committee  at  its  meeting  of  March  21,  1995,  directing  the  Budget 
Analyst  to  examine  Airport  funds. 

The  Rules  Committee  also  requested  that  the  Budget  Analyst  report  on  the 
outstanding  assignments  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  Budget  Analyst. 
The  Budget  Analyst  is  currently  conducting  a  management  audit  of  the  Tax 
Collector's  Office,  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  April  of  1995.  In  addition  to 
our  annual  budget  review  work,  our  weekly  reports  to  all  Board  Committees

According  to  the  Mr.  John  Martin,  Deputy  Director  of  Airports  for  Business 
and  Finance,  the  Contributed  Capital  sum  of  $126.7  million  represents  the 
value  of  fixed  assets  funded  by  Federal  and  State  grants.  Mr.  Martin  also 
states  that  the  $288  million  in  Unreserved  Retained  Earnings  includes  (1) 
$262  million  in  "Airport  Unrestricted  Cash,"  (2)  $24.4  million  in  Airport 
assets  previously  funded  by  the  City's  General  Fund  but  repaid  to  the 
General  Fund  over  the  period  of  FY  1973-74  through  FY  1980-81  and  (3)  an 
additional  approximately  $1.6  million.  As  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  Mr. 
Martin  states  that  the  Airport  is  unable  to  provide  the  information 
requested  pertaining  to  this  $1.6  million. 

Mr.  Martin  further  reports  that  the  Airport's  Unrestricted  Cash  Balance  is 
prepared  and  reported  in  conformance  with  Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles  (GAAP),  which  differ  significantly  from  the 
financial  restrictions  and  accounting  guidelines  established  by  the  Airport- 
Airline  Lease  and  Use  Agreement  (Agreement).  According  to  Mr.  Martin, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Agreement,  the  entire  sum  of  $262  million  is 
restricted  for  specific  Airport  purposes.  Mr.  Martin  has  stated  that  the  $262 
million  is  committed  to  the  following  projects: 

•  $161  million  for  Airport  capital  improvement  projects; 

•  $38  million  in  current  liabilities  (e.g.,  debt  service  set  asides,  payroll); 
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•  $24  million  in  aviation  revenue  collected  in  advance,  representing 
sin-plus  operating  revenue  from  previous  years  which  must  be  credited 
back  to  the  airlines  through  rate  adjustment; 

•  $39  million  in  a  bond  contingency  account  which  was  established  under 
the  bond  indenture. 

Mr.  Martin  further  reports  that  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  the  Lease 
and  Use  Agreement,  the  Airport  must  operate  under  restrictions  imposed 
by  (a)  Federal  grant  assurances  which  the  Airport  and  the  City  agreed  to 
upon  accepting  Federal  grant  funds  for  Airport  improvements,  and  (b) 
bond  covenants  which  were  established  to  protect  the  Airport's  revenue 
bondholders.

On  April  3,  1995,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a  motion 
directing  the  Budget  Analyst  to  conduct  an  analysis  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  determine  the  amount 
of  the  Airport's  surplus  funds  and  the  amount  of  such  surplus 
funds,  if  any,  which  may  be  available  for  use  by  the  City's 
General  Fund.  The  proposed  motion  would  direct  the  Budget 
Analyst  to  conduct  this  Airport  surplus  fund  management 
audit  as  a  top  priority. 

1.  Mr.  John  Taylor,  Clerk  of  the  Board  issued  a  memo  on 
April  10,  1995  which  stated  that,  "The  Board's  contract  with 
the  Budget  Analyst  calls  for  that  joint  venture  to  perform 
management  audits  based  on  motions  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  protocol  is  that  the  Budget  Analyst 
performs  this  work  in  the  order  the  motions  are  adopted 
unless,  by  motion,  the  Board  directs  some  other  order.  At 
present,  there  is  no  motion  directing  some  other  order." 

The  proposed  motion  would  enable  the  Budget  Analyst  to 
perform  the  Airport  management  audit  as  our  next  audit 
assignment. 

2.  The  present  outstanding  assignments  of  the  Budget 
Analyst  include  management  audits  of  (a)  the  Department  of 
Public  Health's  Paramedic  Division,  (b)  the  Department  of 
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Parking  and  Traffic,  (c)  Positions  Whose  Base  Salaries 
Exceed  $70,000  per  year  which  are  not  covered  by  Collective 
Bargaining  (d)  the  Police  Department  (e)  the  Rent 
Arbitration  and  Control  Board  and  (f)  the  Airport's  surplus 
fund.  Based  on  the  Budget  Analyst's  existing  assignments,  if 
the  proposed  motion  is  not  approved,  we  estimate  that  this 
analysis  of  the  Airport's  surplus  fund  could  not  begin  until 
approximately  Fiscal  Year  1998-99. 

3.  The  Budget  Analyst  estimated  that  the  analysis  of  the 
Airport's  surplus  fund  balance  would  require  approximately 
500  to  600  hours  to  complete  and  cost  between  $52,500  to 
$63,000  based  on  an  average  hourly  rate  of  $105.  Due  to  the 
complexity  of  this  study,  senior  staff  with  prior  experience  in 
this  area,  would  be  utilized  for  this  project.  Since  the  Budget 
Analyst  would  perform  the  audit  of  the  Airport's  surplus  fund 
under  our  existing  contract  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  no 
additional  expenses  would  be  incurred. 

4.  A  recent  audit  conducted  for  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Grand  Jury  found  that  the  Los  Angeles'  independent  City 
Department  of  Airports  owes  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
approximately  $157.7  million.  This  comprehensive  audit, 
which  was  based  on  a  review  of  67  years  of  financial  records, 
determined  that  the  City  had  not  been  fully  reimbursed  for 
the  principal  and  interest  expenses  incurred  on  behalf  of  the 
Airport.  A  similar  analysis  to  this  Los  Angeles  Airport  audit 
is  proposed  by  the  Budget  Analyst's  Office  to  be  conducted  at 
the  San  Francisco  Airport.

Description:

The  proposed  Charter 
amendment  makes  several  changes  to  the  duties,  powers,  and 
procedures  of  the  OCC,  as  follows:

otherwise  unable  to  perform  full  duty.  This  Police  staffing 
level  of  2,082  sworn  members  would  require  approximately  14 
OCC  line  investigators  to  achieve  the  ratio  of  one  investigator 
for  every  150  sworn  members  required  under  the  proposed 
Charter  amendment,  an  increase  of  3  from  the  current  level  of 
11  investigators  (See  Comment  No.  1). 

•  Currently,  the  OCC  makes  monthly  reports  to  the  Police 
Commission  regarding  complaints  received,  and  makes 
quarterly  recommendations  regarding  policies  of  the  Police 
Department.  The  proposed  Charter  amendment  would  specify 
that  the  OCC  must  also  make  quarterly  reports  to  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  referral  to  an 
appropriate  Board  of  Supervisors  committee  regarding 
complaints,  complaint  review,  and  disciplinary  action  taken. 
The  committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  then  make 
recommendations . 

•  The  proposed  Charter  amendment  would  specify  that  failure 
of  any  employee  of  the  City  to  cooperate  with  the  OCC  shall  be 
grounds  for  disciplinary  action. 

•  The  proposed  Charter  amendment  would  add  a  new  Section 
3.539-1,  specifying  that  monetary  awards  and  settlements 
disbursed  by  the  City  as  a  result  of  Police  action  or  inaction 
shall  be  taken  from  "the  regularly  appropriated  budget  of  the 
Police  Department"  (See  Comment  No.  2). 

•  The  proposed  Charter  amendment  would  specify  that  in 
every  case  where  a  judgment  or  settlement  of  $10,000  or  more 
is  entered  against  the  City,  the  Police  Commission  shall 
determine  which  officer's  or  officers'  "intentional,  negligent, 
reckless,  or  malicious  conduct,"  if  any,  was  a  contributing 
factor  to  the  judgment  or  claim.  Such  determination  must  be 
made  within  45  days  for  the  finalization  of  the  judgment  or 
claim. 

•  The  proposed  Charter  amendment  would  specify  that  the 
Police  Commission  must  identify,  by  March  15,  1996, 
categories  of  misconduct  by  Police  Officers  involving 
mistreatment  of  the  public  which  are  to  be  considered  serious 
offenses.  In  each  case  where  discipline  is  imposed  for  a  such  a 
serious  offense,  the  disciplined  Police  Officer  would  not  be 
eligible  for  promotion  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the  time  of 
the  discipline. 
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Effect  on  the  Cost 

of  Government:       As  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  the  Controller's  Office  had  not 

yet  reported  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  the  proposed  Charter 
amendment.  The  Budget  Analyst  estimates  that  the  proposed 
Charter  amendment  would  increase  the  annual  cost  of  City 
government  by  a  minimum  amount  of  $202,338,  as  detailed 
below. 

Comments:  1.    As  noted  above,  the  proposed  Charter  amendment  would 

require  a  ratio  of  one  line  investigator  for  every  150  sworn 
members  of  the  Police  Department.  This  requirement  would 
involve  an  increase  from  the  current  budgeted  level  of  11 
investigators  at  an  annual  salary  and  fringe  benefit  cost  of 
$741,907  at  the  top  step,  to  approximately  14  investigators,  at 
an  annual  salary  and  fringe  benefit  cost  of  $944,245  at  the  top 
step,  an  increase  of  $202,338.  The  annual  salary  cost  of  an 
8124  Investigator  is  $54,392  at  the  top  step. 

2.  The  City  currently  budgets  and  pays  for  judgments  and 
claims  under  General  City  Responsibilities.  The  Police 
Department  incurred  judgments  and  claims  costs  of  $1,233,619 
in  FY  1992-93,  $1,230,770  in  FY  1993-94,  and  an  estimated 
$732,932  in  FY  1994-95.  In  the  FY  1995-96  budget  now 
pending  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  an  amount  of 
$4,802,957  has  been  budgeted  for  judgments  and  claims 
against  all  General  Fund  departments.  The  total  amount 
budgeted  for  the  Police  Department  in  the  FY  1995-96  budget 
now  pending  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  $216,089,072. 

3.  According  to  Mr.  Parker,  the  OCC  does  not  anticipate  that 
the  new  functions  required  under  the  Charter  amendment 
would  increase  the  OCC's  staff  needs  other  than  the  additional 
3  investigators  which  would  be  required  under  the  Charter 
amendment,  except  for  a  possible  increase  in  clerical  staff  time 
associated  with  the  addition  of  the  3  new  investigators.  Mr. 
Parker  had  not  provided  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  additional 
clerical  staff  time  that  might  be  required  as  of  the  writing  of 
this  report.  According  to  Mr.  Parker,  the  OCC  already 
generates  reports  of  the  type  specified  by  the  proposed  Charter 
amendment,  and  has  a  staff  attorney  and  other  staff  members 
who  are  able  to  carry  out  the  new  functions  specified  under  the 
proposed  Charter  amendment.  Mr.  Parker  further  reports  that 
the  OCC  could  probably  absorb  the  additional  3  investigators 
required  under  the  proposed  Charter  amendment  within  its 
current  space  and  equipment  allocation.

The  proposed  ordinance  would  add  a  new  Article  III  to  the 
Administrative  Code,  which  would,  provide  for  (1)  the 
establishment  of  a  Telecommunications  Commission,  (2) 
the  establishment  of  a  Telecommunications  Commission 
Fund,  (3)  the  creation  of  an  Executive  Director  position  and 
other  staff  support  positions  for  the  Telecommunications 
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Commission,  (4)  the  transfer  of  certain  functions  related  to 
cable  television  franchises  from  the  CAO  to  the  proposed 
Telecommunications  Commission  and  (5)  limit  the 
duration  of  new  cable  television  franchises. 

Telecommunications  Commission 

The  proposed  Telecommunications  Commission  would 
consist  of  nine  members.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  would  serve  as  Department  Head  for  the 
Commission  and  would  appoint  support  staff  assigned  to 
the  Commission.  Of  the  nine  Commission  members,  one 
would  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  six  would  be  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  one  would  be  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  or  his/her  designee  and 
one  would  be  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Electricity 
and  Telecommunications  or  his/her  designee.  At  least  two 
members  of  the  commission  must  be  drawn  from  persons 
with  expertise  in  fields  related  to,  but  not  limited  to, 
telecommunications  management,  telecommunications 
engineering,  and  accounting.  At  least  one  member 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  must  represent  the 
public,  education  and  government  access  cable  television 
channels  and  the  public's  access  to  developing  technologies, 
and  at  least  three  members  must  represent  the  interests  of 
consumers  and  the  general  public.  With  respect  to  initial 
appointments,  two  members  will  be  designated  to  serve  two 
year  terms,  two  members  will  be  designated  to  serve  three- 
year  terms,  and  three  members,  including  the  member 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  will  be  designated  to  serve  four- 
year  terms.  Thereafter,  members  will  be  appointed  for 
three-year  terms.  Commission  members  would  receive  $25 
for  each  Commission  meeting  attended.  No  member  would 
be  paid  for  attending  more  than  two  Commission  meetings 
in  any  one  calendar  month  or  a  maximum  of  24  meetings 
per  year.  Based  on  nine  members  attending  a  total  of  24 
meetings  each  in  a  year,  the  total  compensation  amount 
required  on  an  annual  basis  would  be  $5,400.  The 
Commission  must  meet  at  least  once  each  month. 

The  Commission's  powers  and  duties  would  include,  but 
not  necessarily  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

(1)  Advise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  all 
matters  pertaining  to  Telecommunications  Services. 

(2)  Negotiate  and  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
ordinances  granting  or  amending  cable  television 
franchises  or  other  franchises  that  authorize  the  use  of 
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public    rights-of-way    to    provide    Telecommunications 
Services. 

(3)  Hold  public  hearings  to  ascertain  community  needs 
and  public  concerns  regarding  Telecommunications 
Services. 

(4)  Encourage  and  assist  providers  of 
Telecommunications  Services  to  implement  new  services 
and  technologies  with  the  City  and  educate  the  public  to  use 
such  services. 

(5)  Review  cable  television  rates  and  order,  in  writing, 
any  rate  reductions,  subscriber  refunds  and/or  fines,  in 
accordance  with  applicable  Federal  laws  and  regulations. 
Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  all  rate,  refund  and  fine 
orders  must  be  submitted  by  the  Commission  in  the  form  of 
a  resolution  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval.  If  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  fails  to  approve  or  reject  such 
legislation  within  60  days  of  its  receipt,  the  Commission's 
order  shall  become  final. 

(6)  oversee  the  administration  of  any  City  law  or  locally 
enforced  State  or  Federal  law  regarding 
Telecommunications  Services,  except  where  such 
administration  has  been  delegated  to  another  City 
department  or  officer  by  either  the  City  Charter  or  City 
codes. 

(7)  Within  the  limits  of  State  and/or  Federal  law,  adopt 
rules  and  procedures  governing  (a)  customer  service  by 
cable  television  operators,  (b)  the  use  and  operation  of 
public,  educational  or  governmental  access  channels,  and 
(c)  compliance  with  City  law  and  locally  enforced  State 
and/or  Federal  law  regarding  Telecommunications 
Services  except  where  such  matters  have  been  delegated  to 
another  City  department  or  officer  by  the  City  Charter  or 
City  codes.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  all  rules  and 
procedures  adopted  by  the  Commission  must  be  submitted 
in  the  form  of  a  resolution  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  its 
approval.  If  the  Board  of  Supervisors  fails  to  approve  or 
reject  such  legislation  within  60  days  of  receipt  by  the 
Board,  the  rules  and  procedures  adopted  by  the 
Commission  will  be  final. 

(8)  Monitor,  report  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  expenditures,  from  the 
Cable  Television  Access  Development  and  Programming 
Fund  and  recommend  ways  of  developing  stable  funding 
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sources  for  the  operations  of  the  public,  education,  and 
government  access  channels. 

(9)  Advise  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
regarding  the  qualifications  and  functions  of  professional 
staff  assigned  to  the  Commission  in  accordance  with 
applicable  Civil  Service  rules  and  regulations. 

(10)  Advise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  provide 
information  to  all  City  departments  regarding  other  actions 
which  may  be  necessary  to  be  undertaken  by  the  City, 
within  the  limits  of  State  and  Federal  law,  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  City  and  general  public  in  matters  related  to 
Telecommunications  Services. 

Consistent  with  applicable  State  and  Federal  law,  the 
proposed  ordinance  provides  that  the  Commission  may 
adopt  fees  to  recover  costs  related  to  the  administration  of  its 
duties.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  establishment  of 
fees  adopted  by  the  Commission  would  require  Board  of 
Supervisors  approval.  Any  fee  adopted  by  the  Commission 
shall  become  effective  60  days  after  its  approval  by  the 
Commission,  unless  the  Board  disapproves  the  fee  within 
the  60  day  period. 

Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  Commission  must 
submit  written  reports  regarding  its  activities  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  not  less  than  once  every  twelve 
months. 

Telecommunications  Commission  Fund 

The  proposed  Telecommunications  Commission  Fund 
would  be  established  for  the  sole  purpose  of  paying  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Commission  to  perform  its  duties.  The 
source  of  funds  for  this  Fund  would  be  monies  received  by 
the  City  as  compensation  for  its  provision  of  public  right-of- 
way  access  in  connection  with  Telecommunications 
Services.  Such  monies  (not  specifically  identified  in  the 
legislation)  shall  include,  but  not  necessarily  be  limited  to, 
cable  television  franchise  fees.  Under  the  proposed 
ordinance,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  deposit  6.25  percent  of 
any  such  fees  to  the  proposed  Telecommunications  Fund. 
Based  on  the  $3,154,848  amount  received  by  the  City  for  FY 
1995-94  from  cable  television  franchise  fees,  the  estimated 
annual  amount  of  funds  that  would  be  available  from  this 
funding  source  to  be  deposited  to  the  proposed  Fund  would 
be  $197,178  (6.25  percent  x  $3,154,848).  Additionally,  any  fees 
which  the  Commission  may  adopt  to  recover  costs  related  to 
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the  administration  of  its  duties,  shall  also  be  deposited  to 
this  Fund. 

Executive  Director  and  Other  Support  Staff 

The  proposed  ordinance  provides  for  the  creation  of  an 
Executive  Director  position  and  other  support  staff  for  the 
Commission.  Attached  is  a  budget,  prepared  by  the  Office  of 
the  Sponsor  of  the  proposed  legislation,  which  details  the 
cost  of  the  proposed  Executive  Director  position  and  support 
staff  and  related  costs,  totaling  $190,320.  The  proposed 
motion  (File  69-95-2)  would  direct  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  to 
request  the  Mayor  to  request  a  supplemental  appropriation 
in  the  amount  of  $191,000  to  fund  these  staff  support  costs 
for  the  first  year.  After  the  first  year,  the  source  of  funds  for 
the  Commission  and  support  staff  would  be  revenues 
received  by  the  City  for  its  provision  of  public  right-of-way 
access  in  connection  with  Telecommunications  Services,  as 
noted  above.  Ms.  Teresa  Lee  of  the  Mayor's  Office  advises 
that  the  source  of  funds  for  the  proposed  supplemental 
appropriation  would  be  the  General  Fund  Reserve. 

Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  proposed  Executive  Director  are  as 
follows: 

(1)  Make  recommendations  to  the  Telecommunications 
Commission  regarding  all  matters  that  require  a  decision 
on  the  part  of  the  Commission  and  assist  the  Commission 
in  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

(2)  Supervise  Commission  support  staff. 

(3)  Monitor  and  investigate  Telecommunications 
Services  technologies  and  their  availability  with  the  City. 

(4)  Within  the  limits  of  Federal  and/or  State  law,  take  all 
administrative  actions  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  enforce  City 
law  or  any  locally  enforceable  State  or  Federal  law,  rule  or 
regulation  regarding  Telecommunications  Services,  except 
as  to  actions  reserved  for  the  Commission,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  or  delegated  to  another  City  department  or 
officer  by  the  City  Charter  or  City  codes. 

(5)  Receive  and  investigate  complaints  about 
Telecommunications  Services  from  the  general  public. 
Recommend  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopt  any 
ordinance,  within  the  limits  of  Federal  and/or  State  law, 
that  may  in  the  Commission's  judgment  be  required  to 
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protect  the  interests  of  consumers  of  Telecommunications 
Services.  Issue  orders  to  resolve  disputes  between 
subscribers  and  providers  of  cable  television  services  (this 
function  is  currently  being  performed  by  the  CAO). 

(6)  Perform  any  other  duties  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  assigned  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

(7)  perform    any    other    duties    delegated    by    the 
Commission. 

Transfer  of  Cable  Television  Franchise  Functions  from  the 
CAO 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  provide  that  duties  currently 
assigned  to  the  CAO  that  are  related  to  administering  any 
new  cable  television  franchises  will  be  transferred  to  the 
Commission  and  its  support  staff.  Currently,  with  respect 
to  any  new  franchise,  the  CAO  would  have  the  authority,  in 
part,  to  (1)  review  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  regarding  applications  for  cable  television 
franchises,  (2)  investigate  and  monitor  cable  television 
franchises  to  establish  whether  their  in  compliance  with 
the  conditions,  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
franchise  and  to  request  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
terminate  such  franchises  that  fail  to  comply,  (3)  process 
consumer  complaints  with  respect  to  cable  television 
services,  and  (4)  hold  public  hearings  to  review  proposed 
changes  in  cable  television  rates,  at  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  The  proposed  ordinance  would 
transfer  these  and  other  administrative  duties  to  the 
Telecommunications  Commission  and  its  support  staff 
with  respect  to  any  new  cable  television  franchises. 

Limit  Duration  of  New  Cable  Television  Franchises 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  limit  the  duration  of  any 
new  cable  television  franchise  to  a  10-year  term.  Currently, 
there  is  a  15-year  term  limit  placed  on  cable  television 
franchises. 

Recommendation:       Approval  of  this  proposed  legislation  is  a  policy  matter  for 

the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Resolution  authorizing  and  urging  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the 
Department  of  Electricity  and  Telecommunications,  and  the 
City  Attorney  to  take  advantage  of  opportunities  to  share 
information  with  other  local  governments  regarding 
telecommunications  and  to  enter  into  cost-sharing 
agreements  with  other  local  governments. 

The  proposed  resolution  would  authorize  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Department 
of  Electricity  and  Telecommunications,  and  the  City 
Attorney  to  enter  into  cost-sharing  agreements  and  other 
cooperative  agreements  with  other  local  governments  or 
organizations  regarding  telecommunications  issues. 
According  to  Ms.  Julia  Friedlander  of  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  a  number  of  proceedings  which  are  currently  under 
consideration  at  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(CPUC),  and  at  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
(FCC)  may  affect  the  authority  of  local  governments  to 
regulate  matters  affecting  telecommunications  and  video 
services  and  may  also  affect  the  City  as  a  consumer  of  such 
services. 

Ms.  Friedlander  reports  that  one  or  more  local 
governments,  and/or  non-profit  organizations  such  as  the 
League  of  California  Cities  frequently  analyze  CPUC  and 
FCC  proceedings  on  behalf  of  local  governments,  and 
submit  written  testimony  and  comments  in  such 
proceedings.  In  some  cases,  the  lead  local  government  or 
organization  may  request  that  other  local  governments 
endorse  their  comments,  and  that  endorsing  organizations 
share  a  portion  of  the  research  and  legal  costs  incurred  in 
developing  comments  and  testimony.  Under  the  proposed 
resolution,  the  City  would  take  a  more  active  role  in  these 
efforts,  and  work  with  other  local  governments  to  insure 
that  local  government  interests  are  raised  before  the  CPUC 
and  the  FCC. 

Ms.  Friedlander  notes  that  this  authorization  would  also 
assist  the  City  Departments  named  above  in  working  with 
other  local  governments  which  are  affected  by  the  proposed 
sale  of  the  City's  cable  television  franchise,  currently  held 
by  Viacom  Cablevision,  to  Telecommunications,  Inc.  (TCI). 
This  sale  is  likely  to  raise  a  number  of  technical  and  legal 
issues  which  will  need  to  be  evaluated  by  the  governments 
in    question,    and    it    would    be    cost-effective    for    local 
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jurisdictions  to  evaluate  some  aspects  of  the  sale  as  a  group 
instead  of  separately.  No  specific  agreement  has  been 
proposed  on  this  issue  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report, 
according  to  Ms.  Friedlander. 

Comments:  1.    There  is  no  specific  estimate,  at  this  time,  of  the  cost  to 

endorse  or  join  specific  CPUC  and  FCC  proceedings  with 
other  governments  or  organizations,  however,  Ms. 
Friedlander  notes  that  if  the  City  were  to  participate  in  such 
proceedings  on  its  own.  the  cost  of  such  participation  would 
be  much  higher.  Ms.  Friedlander  notes  that  the  City 
Attorney  anticipates  using  existing  resources  and  staff  to 
earn."  out  its  role  in  the  activities  described  above.  If  a  large 
or  complex  issue  is  raised  that  could  not  be  covered  under 
existing  budgets,  a  supplemental  appropriation  would  be 
requested. 

2.  Cost-sharing  agreements  regarding  telecommunications 
issues  as  described  above  are  considered  to  be  an 
administrative  matter,  and  would  not  require  further 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  previously  approved  an 
ordinance  requiring  that  applicants  for  a  franchise  in  the 
City  pay  a  fee  to  defray  the  City's  cost  to  evaluate  the 
franchise  application.  The  fee  is  based  on  the  Controller's 
estimate  of  the  City's  costs  to  evaluate  the  application,  and 
any  amount  collected  over  the  City's  actual  costs  must 
subsequently  be  returned  to  the  applicant.  The  franchise 
application  fee  would  apply  to  the  sale  of  Viacom's 
franchise  to  TCI. 

4.  Viacom  Cablevision  currently  pays  the  City  5  percent  of 
its  gross  receipts  as  a  franchise  fee.  This  provision  of  the 
franchise  is  not  likely  to  be  affected  by  a  transfer  of  the  City 
cable  television  franchise  to  TCI.  Ms.  Friedlander  reports 
that  the  analysis  of  the  transfer  would  address  issues  such 
as  the  ability  of  TCI  to  perform  the  duties  required  under 
the  franchise,  and  settlement  of  any  outstanding  issues 
regarding  performance  of  franchise  duties  by  Viacom 
Cablevision. 

5.  Ms.  Friedlander  reports  that  in  FY  1995-96,  the  City 
Attorney  will  review  certain  aspects  of  the  City's  Business 
Tax  Code,  including  the  appropriateness  of  the  Utility 
Users  Tax.  which  is  a  City  tax  collected  from  commercial 
users  of  utilities  such  as  telephone  and  electrical  services. 
Ms.  Friedlander  reports  that  major  changes  in  the 
telecommunications  industry  mean  that  the  City  should 
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examine  the  Utility  Users  Tax  and  determine  whether  the 
tax  is  being  appropriately  applied  and  whether  it  could 
generate  increased  revenues  for  the  City.

4.  During  the  last  two  fiscal  years  (1993-94  and  1994-95),  the  Budget  Analyst 
has  expended  a  total  of  6,505  total  professional  staff  hours  to  management  audit 
projects  and  special  assignments  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
number  of  such  staff  hours  available  for  management  audits  can  vary  from  year  to 
year  depending  on  the  workload  of  performing  budget  reviews  and  reports  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisor's  committees.  It  would  be  difficult  therefore  to  perform 
comprehensive  management  audits  of  all  City  Departments  in  eight  year  cycles. 
Also,  the  Budget  Analyst  customarily  coordinates  audit  work  with  the  Controller's 
Internal  Audits  Division  so  as  not  to  duplicate  assignments.  The  Controller's 
Internal  Audits  Division  currently  has  seventeen  professional  staff  and  performs,  on 
average,  three  to  five  performance  audits  annually,  in  addition  to  concession  and 
financial  audits.  According  to  the  Director  of  Internal  Audits  for  the  Controller's 
Office,  such  performance  audits  are  limited  to  a  narrow  scope  and  are  typically  not 
inclusive  of  entire  City  departments. 

5.  The  San  Francisco  Transportation  Authority  must  now  have  an 
independent  financial  audit  performed  annually,  and  is  subject  to  some  oversight  by 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization  (because  the  Transportation  Authority  receives 
Sales  Tax  funds)  and  the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Authority.  According  to  the 
City  Attorney,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  the  authority  to  direct  further  audits  of 
the  Transportation  Authority,  such  as  the  inclusion  of  the  Transportation  Authority 
in  the  management  audit  schedule  as  proposed  by  this  motion.

Comment 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Budget  Analyst,  a  thorough,  detailed  management  audit 
can  be  an  invaluable  tool  that  results  in  implementation  of  improvements  in  the 
delivery  of  public  services  and  saving  taxpayer  dollars.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
has  directed  the  performance  of  such  audits  by  the  Budget  Analyst  for  many  years, 
and  other  Cities,  Counties  and  State  governments  are  now  implementing  or 
increasing  such  management  audit  programs.  However,  as  noted  in  point  four 
above,  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  complete  management  audits  of  all  City 
Departments,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Transportation  Authority  on  an 
eight  year  cycle,  without  the  dedication  of  additional  resources  for  this  purpose.

1.  These  items  are  hearings  to  consider  the  quarterly  reports  from  all 
affected  agencies  regarding  the  status  of  the  911  Emergency  Response  System 
(File  223-94-4)  and  to  consider  issues  involving  the  911  System  and  related 
emergency  responses  (File  223-94-5). 

2.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department's  Communications  Control  Center 
is  designated  as  the  Public  Safety  Answering  Point  (PSAP)  for  911  emergency 
calls  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  PSAP  operators  (call  evaluators), 
receiving  911  bona-fide  emergency  calls,  transfer  such  calls  to  Police  Dispatchers, 
or  to  call  evaluators  at  the  Health  Department  or  the  Fire  Department.  The  911 
Emergency  Telephone  System  is  one  part  of  a  three  component  process  that 
delivers  emergency  assistance  services  to  the  public.  The  other  two  components 
are  the  dispatch  systems  and  the  service  delivery  units  of  the  Police  Department, 
the  Fire  Department,  and  the  Health  Department.  The  major  functions  performed 
in  the  Police  Department's  Communications  Center  are  as  follows: 

•  Receiving  911  calls 

•  Requesting  translation  services,  when  required

3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  six  resolutions  concerning  the  911 
Emergency  Response  System  in  February  of  1993,  as  shown  below.  The  Police 
Department  has  previously  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Department's  responses 
to  the  six  resolutions,  most  recently  at  the  August  9,  1994,  meeting  of  the  Health, 
Public  Safety  and  Environment  Committee. 

The  six  resolutions  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  as  follows: 

(a)  File  207-92-11.  Urging  the  Mayor  to  authorize  sufficient  funding  in  the 
FY  1993-94  Police  Department  budget  to  fully  staff  the  Communications 
Center. 

(b)  File  207-92-11.2.  Urging  the  Mayor  to  institute  the  civilianization  of  the 
supervisorial  positions  in  the  Police  Department  Communications 
Center. 

(c)  File  207-92-11.3.  Urging  the  Mayor  to  institute  a  public  education 
program  to  inform  the  public  of  the  proper  use  of  911. 

(d)  File  207-92-11.4.  Urging  the  Mayor  to  establish  response-time  goals  for 
the  911  and  non-emergency  lines. 

(e)  File  207-92-11.5.  Urging  the  Mayor  to  develop  a  program  to  reduce 
dispatcher  injuries  and  illnesses  and  to  maintain  staffing  at  authorized 
levels. 

(f)  File  207-92-11.6.  Urging  the  Mayor  to  find  alternatives  to  installing  an 
automated  attendant  system  on  the  non-emergency  line. 

The  issue  of  staffing  (File  207-92-11)  is  addressed  in  the  Department's 
Quarterly  Report  of  October  27,  1995,  (see  Attachment  I)  along  with  issues 
concerning  the  Secondary  PSAP,  Health  and  Safety,  Long-term  Projects, 
computer  slow-down  and  freezes,  and  Dropped  911  calls. 

4.  The  staffing  profile  for  the  137  permanent,  authorized  Communications 
Dispatcher  (Classification  No.  8238)  positions  in  the  Police  Department's  FY  1995- 
96  budget,  as  of  Friday,  October  27,  1995,  as  compared  with  the  profile  of  135 
positions  in  April  7,  1995,  is  shown  on  the  following  page.  This  data  was  provided 
by  Captain  Thomas  Donohoe,  Commander  of  the  Communications  Division  of  the 
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Police  Department.  The  number  of  fully  trained  Communications  Dispatchers 
has  decreased  by  one,  or  from  102  to  101,  between  the  April  1995  report  and  the 
October  27,  1995,  report.  The  "Total  Employees  in  Authorized  Positions  Who  are 
Not  on  the  Job  and  Vacancies"  has  increased  by  one  position,  from  20  to  21,  over 
the  same  time  period.

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5.  The  Police  Department  requested  an  additional  five  new  permanent 
Communications  Dispatcher  positions  in  its  FY  1995-96  budget  request,  which 
would  have  brought  the  total  number  of  authorized  Communications  Dispatcher 
positions  to  140.  Two  of  those  requested  five  new  positions  were  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  resulting  in  a  total  of  137  authorized  positions.  Captain  Donohoe  advised 
the  Budget  Analyst  that  the  remaining  three  new  positions,  which  were 
previously  disapproved  by  the  Mayor,  are  needed  for  the  Communications  Center 
to  adequately  perform  its  operational  mission.  As  noted  above,  presently,  only  116 
of  the  authorized  137  Communications  Dispatcher  positions  are  available  for  work 
at  this  time,  leaving  21  positions  (approximately  15.3  percent)  not  available  for 
Communications  Dispatcher  duties.  Captain  Donohoe  has  advised  the  Budget 
Analyst  that  the  Police  Department  will  be  requesting  these  three  additional 
Communications  Dispatcher  positions  in  its  FY  1996-97  budget. 

6.  With  respect  to  standards  for  answering  911  emergency  calls,  the  State 
non  mandatory  standard  for  answering  such  calls  is  as  follows: 

During  the  busiest  hour  of  any  shift,  ten  seconds  should  be  targeted 
as  the  maximum  amount  of  time  (to  elapse  before)  incoming  911  calls 
are  to  be  answered. 

Captain  Donohoe  states  that  although  the  City's  Communications  Center 
has  no  specific  time  standards  for  answering  911  emergency  calls  or  553-0123  non- 
emergency calls,  the  Center's  policy  is  that  all  such  calls  are  answered  as  soon  as 
possible.  Captain  Donohoe  reports  that  during  September  of  1995,  the 
Communications  Center  experienced  an  average  of  200  dropped  911  emergency 
calls  per  day.  Further,  Captain  Donohoe  reports  that  based  on  his  analysis,  a 
total  of  331  911  emergency  calls  were  "dropped"  during  September  after  not  being 
answered  within  ten  seconds.  (Dropped  calls  are  calls  that  are  terminated  by  the 
caller  prior  to  the  caller  establishing  voice  contact  with  the  Communications 
Center  call  evaluator.) 

7.  Captain  Donohoe  has  advised  the  Budget  Analyst  that  as  reported  in 
recent  newspaper  articles,  the  Communications  Center  has  experienced 
degradation  in  the  computer  system  designed  to  transfer  911  emergency  call 
information  from  the  Call  Evaluator  to  the  Police  Dispatcher.  However,  according 
to  Captain  Donohoe,  a  manual  backup  system  which  is  implemented  during 
computer  system  breakdowns  allows  the  Communications  Center  to  continue  its 
dispatch  function  without  degradation  to  emergency  responses  by  Police  units.  A 
Police  Department  announcement  addressing  recent  911  emergency  system 
issues,  signed  by  Deputy  Chief  Frank  Reed,  is  included  in  Attachment  II  of  this 
report. 

8.  The  top  management  position  in  the  FY  1995-96  Police  Department 
budget  for  the  Communications  Center  is  a  classified  as  a  9205  Airport 
Communication  Coordinator,  with  an  annual  salary  of  $68,408  at  the  top  step. 
However,  the  top  management  position  is  currently  filled  by  a  Police  Captain,  at 
an  annual  salary  of  $79,240,  excluding  mandatory  fringe  benefits.  Deputy  Chief 
Frank  Reed  of  the  Police  Department  reports  that  the  Department  is  seeking  ways 
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to  upgrade  the  top  management  Communications  Center  position  to  a  Police 
Communications  Coordinator,  with  an  as  yet  unspecified  increased  annual 
salary,  in  order  to  attract  more  highly  qualified  applicants. 

9.  Captain  Donohoe  reports  that  he  and  Deputy  Chief  Frank  Reed  will  be 
available  at  the  Rules  Committee  meeting  of  October  31,  1995,  in  order  to  respond 
to  any  questions.

There  have  been  a  number  of  changes  to  dispatch  staffing  since  th$  last  report  of 
October  20, 1995.  One  dispatcher  went  on  workers  compensation  leave.  One  dispatcher 
returned  from  sick  leave..  One  trainee  was  terminated  for  not  reaching  minimum 
standards.  Three  phone  trained  dispatchers  went  to  the  Academy  to  begin  two  weeks  of 
radio  training.

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STAFFING/TRAINING: 

Twelve  (12)  dispatchers  are  currently  in  training  in  the  division. 

A  new  examination  was  administered  on  October  18  and  19,  1995.  A  class  of  ten  (10) 
will  start  using  these  candidates  on  November  20, 1995. 

A  copy  of  the  latest  weekly  staffing  report  is  enclosed  and  an  update  on  staffing  will  be 
presented  at  the  hearing 

An  advanced  dispatcher  course  has  been  completed  for  all  veteran  dispatchers.  We  will 
schedule  another  update  course  in  1996  for  newly  hired  dispatchers  to  attend. 

An  advanced  supervisory  course  will  be  presented  on  November  13  and  14, 1995.  One 
half  of  the  supervisors  will  attend  this  class  and  the  others  will  attend  in  January  1996. 

SECONDARY  PSAP: 

Meetings  are  on'going  with  the  Pararaedio  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
complete  this  item.  Research  into  the  project  reveals  that  within  30  days  after  receiving 
authorization,  Pacific  Bell  could  have  a  translator  switch  installed  to  forward  the  9-1-1  calls  to 
CMED  dispatch..  Basic  radio  communications  is  immediately  available  at  that  facility. 
However,  some  technical  enhancements  are  necessary  to  insure  multi-channel  broadcasting. 
DET  would  be  required  to  make  these  changes.  ISO  will  explore  relocating  police  CAD 
functions  to  CMED  after  current  issues  are  resolved.  Costs  associated  to  the  move  have  not  been 
estimated  at  this  time. 

HEALTH  AND  SAFETY  ISSUES: 

The  Ergonomic  Laboratory  of  the  University  of  California  at  San  Francisco  completed 
the  study  to  reduce  repetitive  stress  injuries  in  the  Communications  Center.  A  final  report,  with 
recommendations,  will  be  presented  at  0830  on  November  1, 1995.  A  copy  of  the  report  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  committee  upon  receipt 

LONG  TERM  PROJECTS: 

800  MHZ  radio:         A  representative  from  DET  will  be  in  attendance  to  address  this 

i3SUC. 

CAD/RMS  Project  and  the  Combined  Dispatch  Center:        The  project  manager  or  his 
representative  will  be  available  to  address  these  issues. 
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Civilian  Director  Position:  During  July,  an  announcement  was  released  regarding  the 
provisional  appointment  of  a  Director  to  replace  the  current  SFPD  Captain  as  Officer  in  Charge 
of  the  unit.  The  filing  for  the  position  was  extended  to  October  1995.  You  will  be  kept  abreast 
of  any  developments  on  this  issue. 

COMPUTER  SLOW  -  DOWN  AND  FREEZES:: 

Since  the  consolidation  of  the  Hall  of  Justice  Data  Center  with  the  main  City  center  at  #1 
Market  Plaza,  police  dispatchers  have  been  experiencing  delays  in  the  computer  accepting 
information.  Although  these  delays  do  not  affect  emergency  response  ( 9-1-TcaHs,  non- 
emergency calls,  and  radio  transmission  capability  to  police  units  remain  functional),  they  are  at 
a  level  that  is  unacceptable  and  efforts  are  continuing  to  restore  the  reliability  and  availability  of 
the  computer  system  to  pre-consblidation  levels.  Once  these  levels  have  ben  restored, 
enhancements  will  be  made  to  exceed  them.  To  this  end,  the  Controller  has  committed  to 
stabilizing  the  system  by  dedicating.-*  team  of  technicians  to  solve  the  problem. 

During  these  slowdowns,  police  units  are  able  to  respond  to  citizens'  calls  for  assistance 
through  the  utilization  of  a  manual  handwritten  system.  While  this  method  is  more  labor 
intensive  than  the  computer  assisted  dispatch,  it  is  effective  and  allows  us  to  continue  the  lifeline 
of  service  between  the  officers  in  the  field  and  citizens  we  serve. 

The  Controller,  Mr,  Ed  Harrington,  and  the  tSD  Director,  Ms.  Judy  Johnston,  will  be  at 
the  meeting  to  provide  answers  to  any  questions  the  Committee  may  have. 

DROPPED  9-1-1  CALLS: 

The  roinimum  phone  staffing  level  within  Communications  has  been  increased  by  20% 
since  the  101  California  Street  incident.  This  increase  in  staffing  has  assisted  in  assuring  that 
during  computer  slowdowns  or  "freezes"  the  9-1-1  telephone  system  remains  operational.  Nc 
emergency  calls  are  lost  due  to  computer  problems  and  radio  contact  with  police  officers  is  not 
affected.  Approximately  200  9-1-1  callers  per  day  hang  up  before  a  dispatcher  can  answer.  A 
supervisor  recalls  all  "hang  ups."

Rec«nt  misconceptions  regarding  the  9-1-1  System  and  the  quality  of  service  provided  to 
the  public  prompts  me  to  Issue  the  following  information  about  the  integrity  of  the  system. 

Since  the  consolidation  of  the  Hall  of  Justice  Data  Center  with  the  main  dty  center  at  #:l 
Market  Plaza,  police  dispatchers  have  been  experiencing  delays  in  the  computer  accepting 
information.  Although  these  delays  do  not  affect  emergency  response!  they  are  at  a  level 
that  is  unacceptable,  and  efforts  are  continuing  to  restore  the  reliability  and  availability  of 
the  computer  system  to  pre»consolidadon  levels.  Once  these  levels  have  been  restored, 
effort?  will  be  made  to  exceed  them.  To  this  end,  the  Controller  has  committed  to 
stabilizing  the  system  by  dedicating  a  team  of  technicians  to  solve  the  problem. 

The  minimum  phone  staffing  level  within  Communications  has  bwi  Increased  by  20% 
sinw  the  101  California  Street  Incident.  This  increase  in  staffing  has  assisted  In  assuring 
that  during  computer  slowdowns  or  "freezss"  the  9-1-1  telephone  system  remains 
operational.  No  emergency  calls  are  lost  due  to  computer  problems  and  radio  contact  with 
police  officers  is  not  affected,  During  these  slowdowns,  police  units  are  able  to  respond  to 
citizens'  calls  for  assistance  through  the  utilization  of  a  manual  handwritten  system.  While 
this  method  Is  more  labor  Intensive  than  the  computer  assisted  dispatch,  it  is  effective  and 
allows  us  to  continue  the  lifeline  of  service  between  the  officers  In  the  field  and'the  citizens 
we  serve. 

Approximately  200  9-1-1  callers  per  day  hang  up  in  less  than  5  seconds  before  a  dispatcher 
can  answer.  A  supervisor  recalls  all  "  hang  ups."  If  there  Is  no  response  to  the  call,  a 
police  unit  Is  immediately  sent.  It  has  been  determined  that  a  large  percentage  of  these 
calla  were  placed  erroneously  and  no  emergency  existed.

Ordinance  amending  Chapter  5  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  by  adding  Section  5.200  to  establish  the 
Child  Care  Planning  and  Advisory  Council  as  an  advisory 
body  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  order  to  provide  for  child  care  for  low-income  families, 
the  City  receives  Federal  Child  Care  and  Development  Block 
Grant  Program  funds  which  are  distributed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  According  to  Ms.  Gwen  Henry  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Children  Youth  &  Their  Families 
(MOCYF),  the  State  recommends  that  counties  create  local 
child  care  planning  councils  to  initiate  local  child  care 
planning,  set  priorities  for  the  use  of  the  block  grant  funds, 
and  prepare  comprehensive  countywide  community  child 
care  plans  in  accordance  with  State  guidelines. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  amend  Chapter  5  of  the 
City's  Administrative  Code  to  establish  a  Child  Care 
Planning  and  Advisory  Council  to  (1)  advise  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  (if  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  so  request),  about  child  care 
issues,  and  (2)  comply  with  existing  and  anticipated  State 
and  Federal  guidelines. 

The  Child  Care  Planning  and  Advisory  Council  would 
address  issues  related  to  child  care  funding, 
administration,  quality  and  availability  throughout  the  City 
by  performing  the  following  functions:  (1)  establish  and 
periodically  update  local  priorities  for  the  maintenance, 
expansion,  and  improvement  of  child  care  services  for 
children  of  families  eligible  under  the  Federal  Child  Care 
and  Development  Block  Grant  Program  for  use  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  in  allocating  these  Block  Grant  Funds 
in  San  Francisco,  (2)  prepare  a  comprehensive,  county-wide 
strategic  five-year  child  care  plan  in  accordance  with  State 
guidelines,  (3)  review  and  evaluate  legislation  affecting 
local  child  care,  (4)  suggest  or  recommend  local  child  care 
legislation,  (5)  advise  and  support  all  City  departments  and 
local  participants  involved  in  child  care  services,  and  (6) 
comply  with  anticipated  State  guidelines  regarding  the 
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ongoing  duties  and  responsibilities  of  local  child  care 
planning  councils.  Ms.  Henry  advises  that  the  Mayor's 
Advisory  Council  (MAC)  (See  Comment  No.  1)  is  currently 
performing  the  functions  described  in  Nos.  3,  4  and  6  above. 
Ms.  Henry  advises  that  the  other  functions  are  currently 
not  performed. 

According  to  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  Child  Care 
Planning  and  Advisory  Council  would  be  composed  of  29 
members.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  would  appoint  11 
members;  the  Mayor  would  appoint  7  members;  the  Board 
of  Education  would  appoint  7  members;  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  would  appoint  4  members.  The 
term  for  each  member  would  be  three-years,  with  the 
exception  of  the  original  29  members. 

Of  the  original  29  members,  nine  members  would  serve  a 
two-year  term,  ten  members  would  serve  a  three-year  term, 
and  ten  members  would  serve  a  four-year  term.  According 
to  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  members  of  the  Child  Care 
Planning  and  Advisory  Council  would  not  be  compensated 
or  reimbursed  for  their  expenses.  Ms.  Henry  advises  that  a 
•  -    meeting  room  would  be  provided  by  the  MOCYF. 

Comments:  1.  Pursuant  to  Section  20.62  of  the  City's  Administrative 

Code,  the  Mayor's  Advisory  Council  was  established  in  1985 
to  provide  advice  and  support  on  child  care  issues  to  the 
former  Mayor's  Office  of  Child  Care.  Since  1989  when  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Child  Care  was  absorbed  into  the  newly 
established  Mayor's  Office  of  Children,  Youth  and 
Families,  the  MAC  has  provided  advice  and  support  to 
MOCYF  on  an  informal  basis.  According  to  Ms.  Henry,  the 
functions  of  the  proposed  Child  Care  Planning  and 
Advisory  Council  would  be  (1)  more  comprehensive  than 
those  of  the  MAC,  and  (2)  would  be  performed  on  an  official 
basis.  Ms.  Henry  advises  that  the  functions  currently 
performed  by  MAC  would  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
proposed  Child  Care  Planning  and  Advisory  Council. 

2.  In  1991,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  created  a  temporary 
local  Child  Care  Planning  Council  to  establish  priorities  for 
the  expansion  of  child  care  under  the  1990  Federal  Child 
Care  and  Development  Block  Grant  legislation,  but  this 
temporary  planning  council  ceased  to  exist  after  it 
completed  its  charge  in  September  of  1991  (File  174-91-4). 
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3.  The  Attachment  provided  by  Mr.  Lincoln,  Director  of 
MOCYF,  provides  comments  on  the  proposed  legislation, 
including  his  comment  of  "strongly  support(ing)"  the 
creation  of  the  proposed  Child  Care  Planning  and  Advisory 
Council. 

Recommendation:       Approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  a  policy  matter  for 

the  Board  of  Supervisors.
